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Bolivia has normally exported its tin production to the United 
states and the United Kingdom with appro ! lately half going to each, 
however, because of unsettled conditions since the nationalization of 
the Bolivian tin industry In November 195?, the flow of tin from Bolivia 
has slowed. Although the United . tates and the United Kingdom have 
made spot purchases and some email amounts have been exported to other 
countries, part of which may have reached the Soviet Bloc, some tin 
concentrates have accumulated at Chilean ports. Recently the Bolivian 
Government has concluded a long term contract with the dllian Harvey 
Co^aj^jr fos* c^livery of tte output of the fQttg&x* P&tiflQ ini; nes to th© 
united Kingdom, about half of tne total output. At present negotiations 
are underway for a long term contract with the United States, but are 
no believed to liave reached an agreement to date. It should be noted 
that the Bolivian Government may well need to find an outlet for her 
tin production to remain in power,
